To Tax the Corf orations. 


At last Wednesday night's session 
of the State Convention of County 
Commissioners, at Williamsport, Chas. 
D. Price, of the committee appointed 
to revise the revenue laws of the State, 
addressed the Commissioners on that 
measure. 
He claimed that much of 
Pennsylvania's real estate was over- 
burdened in the way of taxation, and 
to reduce this is one of the objects in- 
tended in the new bill to be presented 
to the Legislature. 


The biil proposes to levy a local tax 
ot four mills on railroad companies, 
canal, pipe, express, 
transportation, 
jialace car, telephone, telegraph and 
other like corporations, in addition to 
the taxes already paid, and ii is thought 
that such taxation will bring forth rev- 
enue to the amount of from four to six 
millions of dollars annually. 
A num- 
ber of other important points were ex- 
plained by the speaker, the reduction 
ot the rate of taxation on 
property 
owners being the principal one. 
The 
meeting decided to push the bill.

EAI.AD S-iTTCES. 


Salad sauces, ualess properly prepared, 


writes Mrs. E. R. Parker in the Uourier 
Journal^ are not only very unpalatable, 
but also very unhealthy, a fact that frng 
given many people the idea that salads 
are unsuitable food for general use. Care 
must be given the work, when it will be 
found very easy to serve an excellent, 
digestible dish, by using either plain 
sauce dressing, or mayonnaise sauce, as 
the occasion may require. The following 
recipes are taken from the best author- 
ities oa the subject, ana are used by the 
best cooks: 


East India Salad 
Sauce—Hub the 


yolks of two hard-boiled eggs smooth 
aad add a teaspoonful of curry powder, 
eight teaspoonsful of olive oil, gradually, 
and two tablespoonsful of tarragon vine- 
gar; "work until proper consistency. - 


French Salad Dressing—Put half a 


teaspoonful of salt, and a fourth of a. tea- 
spooaful of pepper in a bowl, add then 
three - tablespoonsful of oil. 
gradually, 


rub and mix well, then pour in a tabie- 
spooaful of vinegar, and stir for one 
minute- 


Cream Salad Dressing—Hash the hard 


boiled Tolks of thres eo£*s until fine, then 
«j 
GO 
~ 
add the yolk of one raw egg, and beat 
smooth, add a tablespoonful of melted 
butter, salt and pepper, beat half a tea- 
cup of thick cream, stir the mixture all 
together and thea add two tablespoons- 
ful of strong vinegar. 


Plain Salad Dressing-—3fix one tea- 


spoonful of oil, one saltspc-onful of salt, 
and half as much black pepper, stir 
until well mixed, add to the salad, and 
mix again, then add three more table- 
spoonsful of oil aad stir the salad lightly. 
Lastly add a tablespooaful of sharp 
vinegar, stir again, and serve. 


English 
Salad Dressing—Rub the 


yolks of two hard-boiled eggs aad one 
raw one together; when very smooth add 
a teaspoonful of salt and half as much 
pepper, with a teaspoonful of dry mus- 
tard ; by degrees, add six tablespooasful 
of oil,aad ten of vinegar; mix well, and 
add four tablespoonsful of sweet cream, 
and set on ice uatil wanted. 


' Simple jlayonnaise—Take a bo wl, wash 


in cold water, and set oa the ice until 
well chilled. Heat the yolks of two 
eggs and drop in the bowl; add a tea- 
spoonful of salt and asaltspooa of pepper; 
add oae tablespoonful of oil; beat thor- 
oughly, and, by degrees, add half a pint 
of oil. 
"When it begins to thicken add a 


few drops of vinegar at a time, until two 
tablespoonfuls have beea 
mixed in.

coal in her bunkers, aad it costs about 
SS. 50 a ton. 
The stokers daily shovel 


into her furnaces- between 250 aad SCO 
tons. The expenditure for coal approxi- 
mates $1000 a day, or 63000 for the 
voyage, 
All expenses included, it may 


be said that one trip of the Normannia 
costs its owners not less than 625,000. 
The receipts from all classes of passen- 
gers on a good midsummer trip are over 
850,000. 
Usually the Xonnannia carries 


800 tons of freight, -which; at the trans- 
portation rate of about -$10 a ton, 
amounts to 830QO.—Sej ' YorJ: Com- 
mercial, Adterii&er.

Salad sauces, unless properly prepared, 
writes Mrs. E. R. Parker in the Courier 
Journal^ are not only very 
unpalatable, 
but also very unhealthy, a fact that has 
given many people the idea that 
salads 
are unsuitable food for general use. Care 
must be given the work, when it will be 
found very easy to serve an excellent, 
digestible dish, by using either 
plain 
sauce dressing, or mayonnaise sauce, as 
the occasion may require. 
The following 
recipes are taken 
from the best 
author- 
ities on the subject, ana are used by the 
best cooks: 


East India 
Salad 
Sauce —Rub 
the 
yolks of two hard-boiled eggs smooth 
and add a teaspoonful of curry powder, 
eight teaspoonsful of olive oil, gradually, 
and two tablespoonsful of tarragon vine- 
gar;-work until proper consistency. 


French Salad Dressing—Put half 
a 
teaspoonful of salt, and a fourth of a tea- 
spoonful of pepper in a bowl, add then 
three tablespoonsful of oil, 
cjradually, 
rub and mix well, then pour in a table- 
spoonful of vinegar, and stir for one 
minute. 


Cream Salad Dressing—Mash the hard 
boiled yolks of three eggs until fine, then 
add the yolk of one raw egg, and beat 
smooth, add a tablespoonful of melted 
butter, salt and pepper, beat half a tea- 
cup of thick cream, stir the mixture all 
together and then add two tablespoons- 
ful of strong vinegar. 


Plain Salad Dressing—Mix 
one tea- 
spoonful of oil, one saltspoonful of salt, 
and half as much 
black pepper, stir 
until well mixed, add to the salad, and 
mix again, then add three more 
table- 
spoonsful of oil and stir the salad lightly. 
Lastly add a tablespoonful of sharp 
vinegar, stir again, and serve, 


Eoglish 
Salad 
Dressing—Rub the 
yolks of two hard-boiled eggs and one 
raw one together; when very smooth add 
a teaspoonful of salt and half as much 
pepper, with a teaspoonful of dry mus- 
tard ; by degrees, add six tablespoonsful 
of oil,and ten of vinegar; mix well, and 
add four tablespoonsful of sweet cream, 
and set on ice until wanted. 


Simple Mayonnaise—Take a bowl,wash 
in cold water, and set oa the ice until 
well chilled. 
Heat the yolks of 
two 
eggs and drop in the bowl; add a tea- 
spoonful of salt and asaltspoon of pepper; 
add one tablespoonful of oil; beat thor- 
oughly, and, by degrees, add half a pint 
of oil. 
When it begins to thicken add a 
few drops of vinegar at a time, until two 
tablespounfuls have been 
mixed 
in. 
Mayonnaise sauce, for fancy salads, may 
be colored green by the addition of spin- 
ach juice, and red with the vinegar from 
pickled 
beets. 
Aspec mayonnaise is 
made by adding melted aspec jelly to 
mayonnaise.

Cost of Buuuing: European 
Stciimers. 


Reliable datn concerning the cost of 
running the fast European steamers have 
hitherto been dillicult to obtain. 
Some 
statistics of the voyage of the Normannia, 
the magnificent addition to tho Hamberg- 
American line, have been colllected, and 
as the figures apply practically to a run 
of the City of Paris from New York to 
Liverpool, they are interesting. 
When 
the Normannia starts on aa eastward 
voyage she carries nearly 3UÜ0 tons of 
coal in hor bunkers, aud it costs about 
$3.50 a ton. 
The stokers daily shovel 
into her furnaces between 25U and 8ÜÜ 
tons. 
Tiie expenditure for coal approxi- 
mates $1000 a day, or $8000 lor tho 
voyage. 
All expenses included, it may 
be said that one trip of the Normannia 
costs its owners not less than 
000, 
The receipts from all classes of passen- 
/iors on a good midsummer trip are over 
$50,000, 
Usually the Normannia carries 
800 tons of freight, which, at the trans- 
portation rate of about $10 a 
ton, 
amounts to §80(}0,—Neu) Yovh Com- 
mercial Advertiaer.

THE FARMERS' RAILROAD. 


INTERPKTSTNO- EXPERIMENT OF 
JÍEW JERSEY AARICTJIIXUP.ISTS. 


Building a Small noacl "WiMi Thoir 
OAVII Hands to Rcach a Market— 
An Kdiiyin^: Speotacic, 


For twenty years past farming pure 
and simple has been gettini; less and less 
profitable in most of the Eastern States» 
It has now come to the point in some 
flections tvhen either new methods must 
be tried or the farms abandoned. 
In 
certain parts of the counties of Morris, 
Somerset aud Hunterdon, in Northern 
New Jersey, it has been almost impossi- 
ble for the farmers to make any change 
in their methods. If they grew fruits or 
vegetables the expensire haul to market 
would exhaust the profit, for the rail- 
road facilities in the section amounted to 
next to nothing. 
The Morris and Essex 
Divisi#u of the Dcla"\vare, Lackawanna, 
and Western runs through Morris Coun- 
ty, and the New Jersey Central through 
Huuterdon, but from one road to the 
other is twenty-five miles. 
It is a very 
fertile country, "where small fruits and 
Vftijetables could be growu very profit- 
ably if it were not for the expense of 
getting them quickly to market. The 
large corporations controling railroads in 
Northern New Jersey have from time to 
time made surveys through this section, 
and the farmers have waited with what 
content they could for the railroad which 
was always coming, 
but which never 
came. 


Three years ago a young man, the son 
of a farmer in the section, who had been 
ia the West, and had practiced some- 
what as a surveyor and engineer, returned 
home, and endeavored to interest the 
various towns on the line of the road 
which he proposed to build from Morris- 
town to White House in Hunterdon 
County. 
This would have required the 
building of twenty-five miles of road, 
and the amount of money required, some 
$300,000, seemed so great that the pro- 
jecter found it impossible to obtain a 
concert of action in the various towns and 
neighborhoods the roads would traverse. 
After many disappointments he aban- 
doned this method of procedure, and 
concluded, to build the road in sections, 
8 little at a time. His first section was 
from White House to Germantown in 
Hunterdon County, a distance of five 
miles. 
He formed a company called the 
Rockaway Valley Railroad, and got the 
farmers along the line to subscribe for 
the stock and bonds. 
They paid these 
subscriptions partly in money and partly 
in work and material. 
Where the grad- 
ing was not too heavy each farmer had 
done the grading of the road as it passed 
through his place. 
The cross-ties have 
been iurnished in the same way, and 
money has only been needed for bridge 
timber, iron, and rolling stock. 


When the first section was completed, 
another was begun, and by the end of 
the second season the road 
had been 
built to Pottersville, in Somerset Coun- 
ty, and was now ten miles long. 
During 
the winter a third section of three miles 
was built to Peapack, still in Somerset 
County, but very near the jMorris Coun- 
ty line. 
The same method of raising the 
means and doing the work had been pur- 
sued, and had proven very satisfactory. 
It was very difiicultnow to secure the in- 
terest needed to build the next link in 
the chain. 
Over the Morris County line 
the people wanted to go to Morristown, 
but had no interest in going toward the 
,West; and then again they were always 
beguiled into inaction by the promises of 
the Morris and Essex road to extend a 
branch in their direction. 
After much 
hard work, however, the co-operation of 
the Morris County farmers was secured, 
and the fourth section of the road, six 
miles from Peapack to Mendham, is now 
being rapidly finished. When it is done, 
the line will be at once and without diffi- 
culty extended to Morristown, and then 
the farmers will own aud operate twen- 
ty-five miles of read, 
which they will 
have built themselves without any out- 
side aid whatever, and this too through 
a mountainous country. 


It is an edifying spectacle to see the 
farmers at work building their road. 
Each laborer is a shareholder, and he 
fieems to feel, as he handles hU pick or 
shovel, that he is working for himself. 
The first time I saw them at work I was 
amazed at the vim and energy displayed. 
I did not then know how the road was 
being graded, and it occurred to me that 
the particular gang of men must have 
been composed of exceptionally good 
material, or have the most eflicient of 
foremen. I was shortly afterward intro- 
duced to the foreman, who was guiding 
a huge horse-plow, and I learned that 
he was not only the foreman of the 
gang, but the Vice-President of the com- 
pany. 
He said he had to do no urging 
at all, as each man seemed inclined to 
give to the work the best that was in 
Lim. 


Of course this is by no means a first- 
class railroad,either in road-bed or equip- 
ment, but it answers the purpose for 
which it was planned. 
The alignment 
of the location is generally very good, 
and if the business of the road ever justi- 
fies the expense, the grades can be made 
less steep by making cuts and fills which 
will not interfere with the operations of 
the road while the work is going on. 
The railroad men of the "through lines" 
make many jokes at the expense of this 
amateur company, but'their cheap wit 
does no harm, aud the farmers, being 
now railroad men themselves, are in com- 
placent mood and full of good nature. 
Many thousand^ of peach trees have 


been planted in this section, and all the 
farmers are preparing to try other crops 
than those which have proven to be \in- 
profitable. An era of hopefulness hai 
set in, and these sturdy farmers, whoso 
groat-grandfathers succored the starving 
army of Washington during that awful 
winter when the Continental army was 
encamped at Morristown, arc now trying 
to save themselves.—Harper's 
Weckbji
